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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the Applicant's amendment filed on 01/29/2007. 

2. Claims 17-20, 23-29, 32-44, 76-81, and 83 have been canceled. 

3. Claims 1-16, 21, 22, 30, 31, 45-75, 80, 82, 84-88 are pending.

Allowable Subject Matter 
Reasons For Allowability 

5. Applicant(s) communication filed on January 29, 2007 overcomes the objections and the 
35 U. S. C. 112, second paragraph rejection set forth previously in the application. 

In view of the Applicant's amendment and remarks, filed May 24, 2006, Examiner has 
fully considered the amendment and remarks and believes they are deemed to be persuasive. 

The present application has been thoroughly reviewed, upon searching a variety 
of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 1-16, 21, 22, 30, 31, 45-75, % . 82, 
84-88 (Re-numbered claims 1-57) are allowed in light of Applicants' arguments and in light of 
prior art made of record. 
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The closest prior arts Patitucci (U. S. Pat. No. 7,035,862), discloses a method for deriving 
and sorting information from an information repository including data elements individually 
associated with corresponding records identifiers, and Neal et al. (U. S. pat. No.7, 043,492) 
disclose an automated classification of items using classification mapping, the invention as 
disclose by Neal et al. relates to comparing characteristics of an item associated with a 
classification system to a mapping in a knowledge base to find candidate categories into which 
the item can be classified. However, both Patitucci and Neal et al. taken singularly or in 
combination would not anticipate or render Applicant's claimed invention obvious.
